JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 2— 
The resignation of State Senator 
Joseph A. Falzone (Rep.), Clayton, 
whose expulsion trial in the Sen- 
ate on bribery charges was unt- 
expectedly interrupted Wednesday 
by the illness of Mrs. Falzone, will 
be submitted to Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly by Lieut. Gov. Walter N. 
Davis today. It was delivered to 
Davis last night by Waldo Ed- 
wards of Macon, one of Falzone’s 


attorneys. 
Prepared in a dramatic scene 


at the Falzone home, 318 Edge- 
wood Drive, Clayton, yesterday 
afternoon, the resignation was in 
simple language. Falzone wrote it 
in longhand on a sheet of sta- 
tionery which he used ag chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on 
Public Health. He wrote it at the 
bedside of Mrs. Falzone, wbo had 
suffered a nervous collapse in Jef- 
féerson City. His action was taken 
at her earnest entreaty and on the 
advice of Edwards. 

The decision, reached only after 
Falzone’s protests had been over- 
come by his wife and attorney, 
followed extended discussion, in 
which Edwards told him that he 
had no chance of acquittal on the 
charges brought against him by 
the Senate, that he had nothing to 
gain by continuing the trial, and 
that the condition of his wife's 
health and the effects on her of 
the evidence. which would be 
brought against him should be 
- considered seriously. 

) Wife Adds Her Plea. 

“You have nothing to lose and 
everything to gain a submitting 
your resignation,” Edwards told 
-him. “My advice to you is to re- 
sign.” 

Mrs. Falzone raising herself 
sligthly from her pillow, added 
her word: “Joe, that is my advice, 
too.” :

NEW ORLEANS, Nov 2 (AP)— 
Andrew J. Higgins, who “closed 
for keeps” his three Higgins In- 


dustries, Inc., plants here yester- 
day in an AFL union walkout, 
proposed today that the unions 
purchase the plants and operate 
them. 

“All of the Higgins plants af- 
fected are owned by Higgins In- 
dustries, Inc.,” he said in an in-' 
terview. “There is not one dime 
of government money in any of 
them.” | | 

The plants were closed on the. 
fourth day of the walkout by 
2000 members of 33 AFL local 
unions. The union men said they | 
were protesting against the re-— 
fusal by Higgins to negotiate with 
the AFL over a new contract. 

Higgins said that the only way 
he would reopen negotiations was. 
for the unions “to give me proof 
that they have enough money to 
seriously negotiate to buy the 
plants.” 

40-Million Contract Backlog. 

Higgins, whose four sons have 
been associated with him, said 
his firm held contracts for $40,- 
006,000 for pleasure water craft 
and other things. An executive 
at Higgins said that it had been 
planned for 600 dealers and sub- 
dealers to sell Higgins pleasure 
boats, and that these craft now 
would be built by subcontractors. 
The firm built military craft dur- 
ing the war. 

Jack Rawls, vice president of 
the New Orleans Metal Trades 
Council, with which the idle work- 
ers are affiliated, announced that 
joint committees of this council 
and the Building Trades Council 
would meet today to decide on fur- 
ther union moves. Among these, 
Rawls said, was whether picket- 
ing should continue at the Higgins 
plants.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 Ira 
Mosher, president of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, said 
yesterday that the Administration 
policy of attempting to increase 
wages without a comparable in- 
crease in prices, “can’t be done.” 

On the same occasion, Secretary 
of Commerce Henry A, Wallace 
said that wage and salary earners 
in America would receive 25 bil- 
lion dollars less next year than 
they did this year, while corporate 
profits probably would be higher 
than they were in 1945. This sit- 
uation, Wallace said, creates a 
lack of balance which can lead to 
a major national depression. 

Both men were interviewed by 
a group of reporters, including a 
member of the Post-Dispatch 
staff, who today completed an 
8000-mile airplane tour to study 
reconversion in 20 industrial cen- 
ters in all parts of the nation. 

The views of Mosher and Wal- 
lace were diametrically opposed 
on the fundamental reconversion 
issue dealt with by President Tru- 
man in his address Tuesday night 
—the formula for adjusting wages 
and prices so that reconversion 
and a maximum civilian produc- 
tion will result. On one basic 
proposition there is substantial 
Given great enough

both raise wages and lower prices. 
This is true because the cost of 
producing each mass-produced 
item is lowered as the volume of 
production increases. Beyond this 
point, however, it becomes a 
question of how to achieve full 
production and full employment. 
Wallace for Large Labor Share. 

Opinions diverge widely. To 
Wallace, it is a question of giving 
labor as large a share of gross 
industrial income as possible so 
that the petential customers of 
business and industry will have 
enough money to buy the goods 
that are produced. Under the 
situation as it exists today he 
said, “Both agriculture and labor 
| will have an income very materi- 
ally less in 1946 than in 1945, and 
| corporate industry will have 
slightly greater in 1946 than in 
1945... on the basis of the pres- 
ent tax bill. 

“Frankly, I would like to see the 
'corporate income still greater than 
‘it will be with nothing being done. 
It is a fine thing for corporations 
‘to have a good income. I think 
the position of the corpo®ations 
would be still better if the pay- 
rolls of labor, the incomes of the 
‘workers and those on salary could 
be kept up nearly as high in 1946 
'as in 1945... .. 

“What we are afraid of in the 
‘department is this: That with net 
profits in business going along at 
twice the prewar level and sub- 
stantially the same as or some- 
what better than 1945, it would be 
quite possible to have a period of 
four or five years with an unem- 
ployment of from 4,000,000 to 
7,000,000 people, and an income in 
agriculture of about two thirds as 
great as 1945.

One of these, Mrs. Ang Be So, 
a Chinese, who had told of her 3- 
year-old son being taken from her 
arms and_= killed, leaped to her 
feet at the conclusion of her tes- 
timony and sought to reach the 
defendant. 

“I would like to kill that Jap,” 
she screamed. She was restrained 
by attendants amid an uproar in 
the court.

Harunosuke 
Suzuki retains his position as the 
principal managing director.

The government soldiers will be 
moved north in strength this 
month to permit complete with- 
drawal of the Russians by Dec. 1, 
said a semi-official dispatch from 
Tientsin.

2. Salaries for heads of execu- 
tive departments (cabinet mem- 
bers) at the rate of $25,000, for 
under secretaries and solicitors 
general $20,000; assistant secreta- 
ries and assistant attorneys gen- 
eral, $17,500,, and heads of inde- 
pendent agencies and boards, $17,- 
500 or $20,000 as determined by 
the President, 


3, Salaries: of $25,000 for the 
vice president and the speaker of 
the House, and $20,000 for mem- 
bers of Congress.

4. Increases in the judiciary to 
$30,500 for the chief justice of 
the United States, $30,000 for as- 
sociate justices of the Supreme 
Court, $22,500 for judges of the 
circuit court of appeals and of the 
court of customs and the court of 
claims, $20,500 for the chief justice 
of the District of Columbia United 
States District Court and $20,000 
for judges of all district courts.

Without mentioning specifically 
the report in which Earl G. Har- 
rison told President Truman that 
the United States Army was 
treating Jewish displaced persons 
little better than had. the Nazis, 
Judge Rifkind declared in an in- 
_terview: 
| “I found no barbed wire, no mill- 
‘tary guards, no restfictions on 
movements of residents. The only 
| police I saw were appointed from 
among the displaced Jews them- 
selves. Their health seemed good 
and they all reported they had 
gained weight. I heard no serious 
complaints about the quantity of 
food, but there were some com-~- 
plaints about the variety. Hous- 
ing conditions range all the way 
from good to poor with none scan- 
dalous.” 

He visited camps at Landsberg, 
Stuttgart, Feldafing, Fahrenwald 
and St. Ottilien. He said he saw 
little provision for family life 
and priyacy and that long-term 
‘residence facilities were inade- 
quate. 
| “Without Palestine, the problem 
of displaced Jews in Europe is in- 
soluble,” he said. “The pre- 
ponderance of desire to emigrate 
to Palestine is overwhelming, none 
desires to remain in Germany. If 
Palestine were opened at once, 
they would forget all their suffer- 
ings and privations.”

New Policy Expected to En- 
courage Home Building and 
Protect Tenants. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (AP)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion announced today that here- 
after it will fix rent ceilings on 
houses before they are built. 

Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles said the program would: 

(1) Encourage builders to pro- 
ceed promptly, assured of the 
maximum rents they may charge. 
(2) Protect tenants from infla- 
tionary rents by providing more 
housing. 

Previously landlords could not 
obtain a rental ceiling on new 
housing until construction was 
completed. Under the new policy, 
rents for new units will be based 
on those for comparable accom- 
modations in the same area, plus 
a “substantial allowance” to com- 
pensate for increased building 
costs since 1939. 

OPA did not disclose how much 
this allowance would be, or 
whether it would vary from area 
to area. “The new policy,” Bowles 
said, ‘i's designed to assure ceil- 
Ings rents on new housing units 
that are fair to both tenants and 
builders.

Action a Relief to Senators.

FFFECT OF ATOM 
BOMB DISCOUNTED 
~ BY DE SEVERSKY 


By HAMILTON W. FARON 

TOKYO, Nov. 2 (AP) — Maj. 
Alexander P. De Seversky, war- 
plane designer who is atudying 
bomb damage in Japan, said to- 
day that he found nothing in an 
inspection of atom-bombed Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki “that indi- 
cates to me a redical revolution in 
the science of warfare to the point 
where we can dispense with the 
Army, Navy and Air Forces.” 

He told a press conference he 
failed to find any indication of 
primary fire caused by the bombs 


and said they “fired the imagina- 
tion more than they fired the 
cities.” . 

_ Most ofthe 60,000 deaths re- 
ported from Hiroshima, he said, 
resulted from falling parts of 
flimsy structure. The fire that 
followed the bombing, he added, 
was started by hot stoves. 

De Seversky expressed the opin- 
ion that the bomb was highly ef- 
fective against Japanese cities Of 
much wood construction, but he 
doubted that it would be equally 
destructive against a modern 
western city of concrete and steel 
structures. 

Effect on Western Cities. 

“If a bomb like that dropped 
over Hiroshima were dropped 
over one of our cities,” he said, 
“we would lose a lot of glass if 
windows were closed” and the loss 
of life in the center of the bombed 
area would be “no more than that 
from a 10-ton bomb.” 

The plane designer said he was 
not convinced that the atomic 
bomb would make it possible “to 
dispense with incendiaries and 
high explosives if we are going to 
tackle well-prepared cities with 
concrete structures.” 

He warned against “getting 
hysterical” about atomic bomb ef- 
ficiency, but called it “a great 
step in the science of demolition.” 

“It’s only the beginning and 
great strides may be made,” he 
said. 

De Seversky said he was an- 
xious for a test of an atomic 
bomb against a battleship and ex- 
pressed the opinion thai a bomb 
like the one used at Nagasaki 
would have little effect unless a 
direct hit-were scored, “then the 
result® would be phenomenal.” 

After a 15-minute conference

2,500,000 JAP BUILDINGS 
DESTROYED AND 110,000 
DAMAGED IN AIR RAIDS 


TOKYO, Nov. 2 (AP) 


IR raids destroyed nearly 
A 2500.000 buildings in Japan, 

including 2,000,000 struc- 
tures classified as residences, 
the Ministry of Welfare  in- 
formed Allied Headquarters 
yesterday. 

Bombs, including two atomic 
missiles, wiped out 330,000 milli- 
tary, government, industrial 
and commercial buildings, the 
report stated. Another 10,000 
were damaged and 100,000 resi- 
dences damaged. 

The Japanese reported the 
loss of more than 3,000,000 
buildings in the course of the 
war from all causes, including 
storms, earthquakes and fire. 
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sky came away from the palace 
with the impression that the im- 
pefial head of Japan believe avia- 
tion will play a large part in ce- 
menting worldwide friendship of 
nations. 

De Seversky said he told the 
emperor that the latter had a 
good understanding of air power, 
evidenced by his decision to end 
the war and save Japanese lives— 
“a better understanding than Her- 
mann Goering had.” 


De Seversky called the atomic 
bomb a good means of applying 
power “at the right time and 
place,” but said that a strong air 
force must first win supremacy 
in the skies before atomic bomb 


planes could get over their tar- 
gets. 

He acknowledged the possibility 
of a surpirse atom bomb attack, 
and urged maintenance of a 
strong, permanent air force, 


“Only airmen can handle this,” 
he said. “That’s why we are 
anxious to have an atonomous air 


force.”

Extension of Bus Strike 

on Nation-Wide Scale 

‘Discussed by Union 
‘Leader in New York. 


Greyhound bus service to the 
north and east from the St. Louis 
terminal remained at a standstill 
today as a nation-wide extension 
of the strike of drivers and main- 
tenance men on six lines of the 
Greyhound system was threat- 
enend. 


Meanwhile, a new effort was be- 
ing made by Government concilia- 
tors to arrange a conference be- 
tween company and union officials 
to end the strike. , 

Three lines to the southeast and 
southwest continued operations 
out of the St. Louis terminal, and 
local terminal employes and 
maintenance men remained on the 
job, Of the six lines affected by 
the strike, two operate in and out 
of the terminal here. 

Workers on the Capital Grey- 
hound division, which operates a 
through line between St. Louis 
and Washington, D. C., as well as 
local commuter service around 
Washington, voted to join the 
strike last night. 

The walkout yesterday of 4000 
employes, members of the AFL 
Amalgamated Association of 
Street, Electric Railway and Mo- 
tor Coach Employes’ Union, ‘has 
tied up service from the New 
England states as far west as 
Chicago and St. Louis and as far 
south as Washington, D. C. and 
Louisville. ) 

George E. Siff, an official of 
the ugion, said in New York that 
“if a settlement is not reached 
soon, the strike ma spread 
throughout the country.” He add- 
ed that striking workers would 
“stay out until the company agrees 
to negotiation, arbitration or to 
give us an offer of a living wage.” 

Sam Berrong of the union’s 
executive board, said the union is 
seeking a wage payment of 5.75 
cents per mile fro drivers and a 30 
per cent increase for maintenance 
men. Eastern drivers now receive 
5 cents a mile and western drivers 
485 cents, he said.

A 10-year-old Spanish child 
wearing a large white bow in her 
brown curls testified before the 
military commission this afternoon 
that she was bayonetted three 
times in the back and once in the 
left arm by Japanese soldiers Feb.

GOOD deal of snafu in American policy on Germany may be 
straightened out under the new setup for the Reich announced 
This hope has been roused here by the 


Prasident’s statement that government of the American zone in, Ger- 
many will be turned over to a civilian adminjstrator and organization 
directly responsible to the White House, not later than June 1, 1946, 


and that an attempt will be made 
to make similar arrangements. 


Both the French ind the British 
already are clearing their Ger- 
man policies through civilian 
channels. Americans, who know 
something of these other two sys- 
tems, say that they seem to work 
better than the present American 
lack of system. 


Confusion Inevitable. 


As matters stand, there is no 
proper co-ordination between the 
State and War Departments in 
either the making or the carrying 
out of a policy for Germany. Much 
confusion inevitably results. 

The War Department’ sends 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower the 
directives, which are supposed to 
express American policy. In the- 
ory, these directives are cleared 
with the State Department. In 
practice, this is not done. 

The directives go to Eisenhow- 
er through military channels. At 
the same time, the State Depart- 
ment sends its instructions 
through its own channels, to Am- 
bassador Robert D. Murphy, po 
litical adviser to Eisenhower. 
These two sets of instructions are 
not always in agreement. 

Sometimes the State Department 
does not even know what instruc- 
tions are being sent to Eisenhow- 
er, or when. Also, sometimes the 
War Department does not know 
what instructions are being sent 
to Ambassador Murphy, or when. 

When these two different sets 
of instructions get to Germany, 
there is still more trouble in car- 
rying them, out. 


Co-ordination Faulty. 


Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay is Eisen- 
hower’s deputy on the four-power 
control council in Berlin, which 
tries to work out policies to be fol- 
_Jowed in all the zones. Lt. Gen. 
Walter Bedell Smith is Eisenhow- 
er’s deputy in the American zone, 
with headquarters in Frankfurt. 
There is not always perfect co- 
ordination between the two of- 
ficers. 

Military Goverminent laws to be 
carried out in the American zone 
seem to originate in Gen. Clay’s 
office in Berlin, but they are sent 
out by Gen. Smith’s office in 
Frankfurt to the Military Govern- 
ment officers of the Third and 
Seventh armies, who have to 
execute them. 

Clay, apparently, has the author- 
ity to issue laws on his own re- 
sponsibility, without referring 
them back first to either Smith 
or Eisenhower—to say nothing of 
anybody in Washington. Also, 
Smith is not bound to agree with 
Clay's ideas, and seems to have 
power to issue orders of his own 
to the Military Government offi- 
cers in the field, without neces- 
sarily always referring them to 
either Clay or Eisenhower or to 
Washington.

Use of Surplus 
Army Food for 
Germans Urged 


Move Said to Be 
Necessary to Avert 
Wholesale Starva-

HE United States Military 
Government authorities are 
trying to obtain the release of 
“huge surplus stocks” of army 
food to use as emergency rations 
for German civilians and avert 
starvation in the American-occu- 
pied zone. : 

A high official in the _ eco- 
nomics division said today that 
the War Department had accepted 
in principle the recent request of 
Lt. Gen. Lucius D, Clay, American 
deputy military governor, that the 
United States ship food to Ger- 
many, but that no amount had yet 
been fixed. 

Clay is reported to have asked 
for more than 700,000 tons for the 
United States zone during the 
next 11 months, not as a humani- 
tarian measure, but as an urgent 
practical move against wholesale 
starVation and resultant disorder. 

The high official said the Mili- 
tary Government was just waking 
up to the fact that its previous es- 
timates of food stocks available 
in Germany were almost all too 
high. 

“We may be accused of attempt- 
ing to fatten up the Germans,” he 
said, “but the situation is so seri- 
ous that we could not if we want- 
ed to.

The Pacific war’s sudden end 
left the Army with very large food 
reserves in quartermaster depots 
in Europe, most of which the oc- 
cupation forces, presumably, will 
not need because of the speed of 
redeployment. During combat, 
the Army tried to maintain a six 
months’ reserve of supplies. 

Some of these undoubtedly will 
be made available to Allied coun- 
tries, but the Military Government 
is now negotiating with the quar- 
termaster general in the hope of 
obtaining a substantial allocation 
for Germany, which would be paid 
for by German exports once the 
nation’s controlled economy, as 
outlined at Potsdam, starts to 
function.

Molotov wrote the association 
that he could not consider the re- 
quest because it contained no sub- 
stantial reasons. 

“The correspondents agreed 
(among themselves) to submit the 
letter and the stories to the cen- 
sor,” wrote Brooks Atkinson, Mos- 
cow correspondent of the Times. 
“All stories were released for 
transmission.” 

He said the correspondents had 
not supposed that a letter from 
them would alter the Soviet policy, 
but wished to put themselves on 
record as opposed to censorship 
and why. , 

The letter said Soviet censorship 
was “dictatorial and arbitrary” 
and charged that censors fre- 
quently had distorted the meaning 
of the messages by altering the 
wording. It said some censors were 
not sufficiently familiar with the 
English language to understand 
the material submitted and often 
were not informed on current 
events. 

Some messages, it said, had 
been delayed for days until their 
mews value was destroyed. It was 
charged also that censors had as- 
sumed authority on matters out-

“As a general rule anything pub- 
lished in the Soviet press will be 
passed by a censor after he has 
compared the quotations and sum- 
maries with the original. In a 
dispatch that uses material gath- 
ered over a long period it takes a 
censor a long time to check the 
references even when the corre- 
spondent submits with the story 
a list of the sources.” 

All censors are personally agree- 
able and a protesting correspond- 
ent is courteously received for re- 
consideration of deletions, the 
tones added, “but all this takes

memory. One that especially 
stands out in my mind was Ken- 
neth Roberts’ “Oliver Wiswell,” 
which did more to take me out of 
myself than any other book I 
read. I am sure, as one officer 
said, that we would have read the 
telephone book from cover to 
cover if one had been available. 

The ignominy of being made to 
do manual labor was still before 
us. But the hours of just sitting 
and waiting, for God knows what, 
palled on many of us. Brig. Gen. 
William E. Brougher, one of the 
truly great combat soldiers of 
Bataan, obtained some seeds and 
planted tomatoes, sweet potatoes 
and watermelons, and daily we 
inspected them as their first 
sprouts showed timidly above the 
sun-baked ground, 

One day in July 1942, we were 
told that each of us must write 
an essay, the, subjects of which 
were assigned to us. I drew 
“America’s Prewar Policy in the 
Pacific,” sat down and wrote at 
great length on what I believed, 
and still believe, was our appalling 
error in not being militarily pre- 
pared for any emergency in that 
part of the world, The Jap “school- 
master” was sternly silent about 
my essay in further discussions of 
our scholastic work. 

The Jap officer in charge of our 
camp seldom visited us. He left 
most of the camp’s supervision to 
a sergeant who delighted in order- 
ing us around, The sergeant 
usually posted, himself near the 
only exit of our barbed wire en- 
closure. 

The wire was the height of 
Jap precaution. Few of us at Tar- 
lac were in condition to stand 
the rigors of escape, for we could 
not have run or walked far from 
the camp, nor could we have ex- 
isted very long in the mountains 
even if we had been able to put 
distance between the camp and 
ourselves. 

But we all dreamed of escaping, 
as cooped@ men will do. And one 
day the opportunity all but faced 
some of the young enlisted men 
in the camp. 

On that day in question we were 
to get some meat. The meat ar- 
rived in. the shape of a starved 
but still rather frisky Philippine 
cow. The creature could not have 
weighed 150 pounds. We helped 
the cow tenderly out of the truck 
which brought it to our enclosure, 
but it suddenly broke away from 
us and began running around the 
prison yard, 

The hungry Americans, includ- 
ing myself, gave chase. But the 
cow was in much better physical 
shape ‘than any of us. It darted 
this way and that and then ran 
straight out the open gate of the 
enclosure. 

By this time .the senior officers 
and many of the juniors were 
completely winded. But a half a 
dozen enlisted men pursued the 
cow right through the gate, pass- 
ing right before the noses of the 
heavily armed Jap guard. 

It is possible that they could 
have kept going. But in the stress 
of the moment their overwhelm- 
ing craving for meat was greater 
than their craving :for liberty. 
They chased the cow up a neigh- 
boring hill, where it turned and 
bolted back for the camp. The 
cow led the men right through 
the gate again, and in their gnaw- 
ing hunger some of the men did 
not even know they had been out 
of bounds. 

It would have been a ludicrous 
performance at any other time, 
but now it was very serious, es- 
pecially when the cow continued 
easily to evade our starving men 
in the prison enclosure. 

A sergeant from the cow coun- 
try, named Greenleaf, finally 
solved the dilemma. He borrowed 
a length of rope from a suspicious 
Jap guard, fashioned a lasso, stole 
up to within 15 feet of the cow 
and roped it neatly. An engineer 
soldier, who had been a butcher 
in civilian life, moved in with his 
borrowed knife, slaughtered the 
critter and cut it up. He wasted 
nothing. 

When it was cut and dressed, 
the Jap sergeant stepped in and 
took one third of it—the best 
parts—and gave this meat to the 
Jap guards. Then he turned sav- 
agely on the enlisted men who had 
pursued the cow out of the prison 
confines and vehemently bawled 
them out. 

All of us suffered at Tarlac

For shortly after our arrival 
there one of my best ordance men, 
Col. Edwin F. Barry, came down 
with streptococcus infection of the 
throat, and despite our pleas that 
he be rushed to a hospital he was 
casually treated in camp by a Jap 
medical officer. Col. Barry died 
of the infection at 10:40 p.m. on 
June 17, We buried him, with per- 
mission, in the Tarlac cemetery 
about a half a mile northwest of 
the camp, and again I made a 
sketch of the location—against the 
day when I could possibly deliver 
it to his family.

Brooding over this, 
one of our officers lost his mind. 

Tarlac brought together men 
who had been separated on Ba- 
taan and Corregidor and it was a 
time for quiet exchange of experi- 
ences and beliefs. 

It was there, as I have reported, 
that I learned from Brig. Gen. 
Cilfford Bluemel the full story of

It suggests that we may be 
approaching the maze of diplomatic problems 
that lie ahead armed with something besides 
self-conscious power afid a rigid conviction of 
our own virtue. 

‘This is the first time since he has become cus- 
todian of our tangled international relationships 
that Mr. Byrnes has functioned in the role that 
suits him best—the fole of conciliator. 

The impression in some circles that the Sec- 
retary was compromising principles and indors- 
ing spheres of influence is not borne out by the 
text of the speech, which is printed on this page 
today. What he actually said, after recalling the 
unruly and now repudiated days of “Yankee im- 
perialism,” was that regional arrangements are 
no “substitute for a world system,” and that 
“regional isolationism” is a real menace to it. 
The suggestion is plain: this country isn’t tak- 
ing up arms against Russian ideas of security, 
but we strongly urge pursuing them along dif- 
ferent lines from those now in use. 

When he reiterated our belief in free choice 
of government, in economic sovereignty for na- 
tions, in free exchange’ of news and in non- 
interference, he was speaking of them as gen- 
eral principles, positive instruments for working 
policy, as useful to Russia as they would be to us. 

There seems to be one weakness in Byrnes’s 
logic—an implication that there is no present 
incompatibility between regionalism and prog- 
ress toward the one-world idea, Actually, what 
he says is that regionalism exists—both benevo- 
lent regionalism and a cruder kind—and he’s 
not going to pretend it doesn’t. You can’t fight 
an ehemy you don’t face. 

It is well to remember that regionalism and 
its companion, the sphefe of influence, were 
wrangled over and strengthened at Teheran, at 
Yalta and Chapultepec, at the time the war was 
going on and unity was the Big Three theme 
song. They will be with us-until the one-world 
idea is realized to supplant them. 

Mr. Byrnes’s speech took a step—short but 
effective—toward dispelling some of the fears 
and soothing some of the mistrusts that actuate 
powers like Russia and Great Britain and the 
United States when they seek protection in re- 
gionalism and spheres of influence. They can- 
not be broken down until the fears themselves 
are broken down. Mr. Byrnes addressed him- 
self to a first thing first. 

The list of American fears about Russia is 
well known. But since Mr. Byrnes at last gives 
signs of seeking a higher level for negotiation, 
it is appropriate to catalogue some Russian fears 
about us. Specifically: 

Our own regionalism in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. Our domination of the Pacific. Our 
failure to demand democracy for India, Java, 
Indo-China and China itself at the same time 
we insist upon it in the Balkans. Our wartime 
approval of British attempts to dominate Italy 
and Greece, and our tolerance of British and 
French imperialism in the Middle East. Our 
practice of agreeing on a policy line with Eng- 
land in advance of almost every Big Three meet- 
ing, so that the Russian vote is usually isolated 
2 to 1. Talk of a “Western bloc,” acceler- 
ated by French alignment with England, China 
and ourselves at London: Lax enforcement of 
economic policy in Germany. The bitter memo- 
ries, easily refreshed, of Allied invasion of Rus- 
sia after the last war, the “cordon sanitaire,” 
exclusion from the League of Nations, appeasé- 
ment, the Munich deal, the rebuffs to Litvinov’s 
internationalism. 

Mr. Byrnes at least made a beginning on the 
task of finding a way around some of these bar- 
riers to understanding.

Censorship in Palestine 

An American néws correspondent, Constantine 
Poulos, has been expelled from Palestine by the 
United States Army, acting at the request of Brit- 
ish Officials. This summary action against a 
competent newspaper man raises a serious ques- 
tion of British Government policy and a further 
question of our Army’s understanding that war- 
time censorship is done with. 

Poulos, who had beén in Palestine just a week, 
had written one dispatch in which he likened 


the situation there to that in Greece in the fall . 


of 1944 and said that the repressive measures of 
the British reflected the violence of their meth- 
ods against Greek Leftists, His expulsion fol- 
lowed immediately. 

Is it Britain’s intention to keep its activities 
in Palestine hidden from the world at a time 
when the question of admitting more Jews to 
the country is an issue of world concern? Is it 
the policy of the Labor Government to set up 
barriers to the free flow of news? Finally, is it 
the policy of our Army to act positively to sup- 
press the reporting of news? 

An investigation and Poulos’s re-admission to 
Palestine have. been demanded. Persons con- 
cerned for free world news will be interested in 
the official explanation of the incident. They will 
be more interested to see if Poulos gogs back. 
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Politics and the Park Board 


The fact that Missouri has an inadequate and 
political State Park Board opens the way to 
just such attacks as that made on Attorney Gen- 
eral Taylor by Chairman King of the House 
Appropriations Committee in the controversy 
over providing adequate funds for the park 
system. 

King charges that the Attorney General is 
backing the demands merely for political effect. 
Of course, legitimate reasons exist for a larger 
appropriation, in the rundown condition of the 
parks and in the fact that the new Constitution 
calls for larger funds. But so long as the Park 
Board is so largely political, including as it does 
the Governor and Attorney General in addition 
to the Conservation Commissioner, political 
charges will be made against it, and there is 
danger that some of them will be true. 

The setup is undesirable for the further rea- 
son that these three officials are kept busy with 
their regular duties, cannot meet as frequently 
as they should and cannot get a real grasp of 
park problems. What is needed is a fulltime, 
bi-partisan Park Board, serving staggered terms, 
as proposed in the bill passed by the Legislature 
but vetoed by Gov. Donnelly last June. 

The present dispute emphasizes the need for 


veviving the bill, eliminating the emergency 


‘ 
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clause to which the Governor objected, and re- 
passing the measure. The dispute that has been 
provoked by the wholly desirable move to in- 
crease State park funds should convince Mr. 
Donnelly that a change in the board setup is 
essential, and that his signature on a revision 
bill is in order. 
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The Falzone Case Is Not Ended 


The resignation of Senator Falzone of Clay- 
ton from the Missouri Serfte, without making a 
case against charges that he solicited a $1500 
bribe from cosmetologists for his help in pass- 
ing a bill, is not the end of the matter. 

The charge now becomes a proper matter for 

investigation and action by the law enforcement 
authorities of Cole County, whose Prosecuting 
Attorney Riley has announced that he will ascer- 
tain whether he would be warranted in pro- 
ceeding against Falzone on a criminal charge. 
' It also becomes a proper matter for grand 
jury ‘investigation to determine what person or 
persons made anonymous telephone calls threat- 
ening to kidnap or injure the son of Mark D. 
Eagleton of St. Louis, one of the Senate's attor- 
neys in the Falzone case, and to besmirch the 
reputation of Mrs. Lillian Maccallum, former 
director of the State Division of Cosmetology 
and Hairdressing and the principal, witness 
against Senator Falzone. 

Threats of kidnaping and malicious slander 
are serious offenses, and every effort should be 
made by the law enforcement officers of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, as well as of Cole 
County, to track down the source of the offense 
and see that the proper punishment is meted 
out. 

The Legislature also has a piece of unfinished 
business in connection with the case. Giving, 
accepting and offering a bribe are legally felo- 
nies in Missouri, but soliciting a bribe is only a 
misdemeanor.. Legislation should be enacted to 
make the solicitation of a bribe a felony. A bill 
to this effect was introduced but defeated. 

Senator Falzone has said he has no connec- 
tion with the anonymous threats. Obviously 
they were' made in his interest. If, as he says, 
he is innocent of any part in this contemptible 
business, he deserves to be cleared. Collaterally, 
if he had any part in it, he deserves to be ex- 
posed and punished. 

This is not a matter to be decided on the 
basis of what Falzone or any other individual 
personally prefers. Certain grave offenses are 
alleged. The proper course is to get to the 
bottom of them. 


The Vanishing Drink 


Some slight homage is owing to the Southwest- 
ern jackrabbit, which, according to studies bm 0 
by the University of Arizona, can take it or leave 
it alone. These remarkable creatures, and many 
Other desert animals, millions of them, never 
touch the stuff. No Aquatics Anonymous for 
them, They are on the food wagon, and as for 
water—they feel no craving for it whatever. 

What this will do to the prestige of water as 
a beverage we leave to the W.C.T. U. to ascer- 
tain. But can the most one-sided aquaphile deny 
that the jackrabbit is healthy, that he is industri- 
ous, that he loves his family? Is he not as moral, 
as admirable as, say, the camel, which goes on 
sheer binges of water-drinking? 

No one seriously questions the merits of water 
for bathing, generating electric power and solv- 
ing thé housing problem for fish. But if the 
Arizona jackrabbit is one jump ahead of the 
procession, as it seems reasonable to suppose he 
is, water as a beverage is going down the drain. 
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A Bad Transportation Bill 

By exempting railroad rate-making conferences 
from the anti-trust laws, the pending Bulwinkle 
bill would legislate the ground out from under 
the Federal Government’s and State of Georgia's 
suits against the railroads. It is like the at- 
tempt to quie}, title to tideland oil before the 
Supreme Court can act, and for the same reason 
that a judicial determination is needed, the bill 
should be rejected. 

There is, of course, a seeming anomaly in the 
Government's suing against practices accepted, at 
least tacitly, by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. Obviously, too, the railroads, being 
interconnected, must work in concert on many 
matters. It is only just, therefore, that they come 
in for no heavy penalties for past practices con- 
sented to by the ICC; 

Unlike the member roads, however, the power- 
ful rate conferences are not under ICC regula- 
tion. A Senate committee was unable in 1943 to 
work out a scheme for bringing them under such 
regulation. The issues were not clear enough. 
They lacked precisely that definition which only 
the courts can give them. 

Furthermore, the Interstate Commerce Act, 
in draftsmanship or administration or both, has 
often failed to give the even-handed justice for 
which it was intended. On numerous occasions, 
it has seemed to concede too much to the 
principle of monopoly and too little to competi- 
tion. Inevitably, therefore, large unreconciled 
differences have developed between ICC regula- 
tion and the anti-trust laws. 

The gap needs closing and the differences 
need harmonizing, The Bulwinkle bill, with the 
whole-hearted support of the railroads, would do 
t by throwing anti-trust overboard, The record 
is not good enough to support that action. 
Rather, the law suits should be pushed through 
to a conclusion. Then, and only then, will Con- 
gress know what legislation, if any, is really 
needed. 
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An Unjust Pearl Harbor Rule 


The Republican minority of four on Congress’s 
Pearl Harbor Committee, which is protesting 
President Truman's rule that a majority vote 
will be required to obtain Army or Navy records 
or to call witnesses from the armed forces, will 
be effectively submerged if the rule stands. 

So long as the Republicans must carry two of 
the six Democrats along with them in order for 
any of their ideas about the introduction of evi- 
dence to prevail, the bi-partisan make-up of the 
committee is pure sham. The injustice can omy 
intensify any dispositi6n to make the inquiry a 
party affair, and there is every reason why it 
should be nothing of the sort. 

If records can properly be obtained and wit- 
nesses can properly be called at all, they should 
be as much subject to the wishes of the Repub- 
Means on the eommittee as of the Democrats. 
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World Organization by Neighborhoods 


An Address ly Secretary of State James F. Byrnes at the New York Herald Tribune Forum on Current Problems 


The subject about which I v@sh to speak 
briefly this evening is ‘neighboring nations 
in one world.” 


It was no accident that President Roose- 
velt, who did so much to develop our inter- 
American system, did even more to develop 
the world community of the United Na- 
tions. For today all nations are neighbors, 
and although we may have special rela- 
tions with our nearer neighbors in the 
Americas, we must remember that we and 
they are parts of a single, interdependent 
world, 

When we consider the principles which 
govern our inter-American system as it has 
been worked out in recent years, it is well 
to remember that these principles were not 
always recognized by us in our relations 
with our neighbors. There were times, not 
so far distant, when we tried dollar diplo- 
macy and intervention and were accused 
of Yankee imperialism. 


But we have learned by experience that 
to have good neighbors, we must be a good 
neighbor, We have discovered that under- 
standing and good will cannot be bought 
and cannot be forced. They must spring 
spontaneously from the people. We have 
learned also that there can be no lasting 
friendship between governments unless 
there is understanding and good will be- 
tween their peoples. 


Understanding in the Americas 


In the inter-American system, the mem- 
bers do not interfere in the internal affairs 
of their neighbors, nor do they brook in- 
terferernice in those internal affairs by 
others. But we do want other people to 
know what our people are thinking and 
doing. And we want to know what other 
people are thinking and doing. Only with 
such knowledge can each people determine 
for itself its way of life. 


We believe other nations have a right to 
know of our own deep attachment to the 
principles of democracy and human rights, 
our profound belief that governments must 
rest upon the free consent of the governed, 
and our firm conviction that peace and 
understanding among nations can best be 
furthered by the free exchange of ideas. 


While we adhere to*the policy of non- 
intervention, we assert that knowledge of 
what other people are thinking and doing 
brings understanding. And understanding 
brings tolerance and a willingness to Co- 
operate in the adjustment of differences. 


Censorship and blackouts, on the other 
hand, breed suspicion and distrust. And 
all too often this suspicion and distrust are 
justified. For censorship and blackouts 
are the handmaidens of oppression. 


How Tyranny Grows 


The policy of non-intervention in interna] 
affairs does not mean the approval of 
local tyranny. Our policy is intended to 
protect the right of our neighbors to de- 
velop their own freedom in their own way. 
It is not intended to give them free rein 
to plot against the freedom of others. 


We have learned hy bitter experience in 
the past 10 years that Nazi and Fascist 
plans for external aggression started with 
tyrannies a home which were falsely de- 
fended as matters of purely loca] concern. 
We have learned that tyranny anywhere 
must be watched, for it may come to 
threaten the security of neighboring na- 
tions and soon become the concern of all 
nations. 

If, therefore, there are developments in 
any country within the inter-American sys- 
tem which, realistically viewed, threaten 


our security, we consult with other mem- 
bers in an effort to agrée upon common 
polices for our miutual protection. 


We Americans can take genuine pride in 
the evolution of the good neighbor policy 
from what, in a way, were its beginnings 
in the Monroe Doctrine. We surely cannot 
and will not deny to other nations the 
right to develop such a policy. 


Far from opposing, we have sympathized 
with, for example, the effort of the Soviet 
Union to draw into closer and more 
friendly association with her Central and 
Eastern European neighbors. We are fully 
aware of her special security interests in 
those countries, and we have recognized 
those interests in the arrangements made 
for the occupation and control of the for- 
mer enemy states. 


Sympathy for Russia’s View 


We can appreciate the determination of 
the people of the Soviet Union that never 
again will they tolerate the pursuit of poli- 
cies in those countries deliberately directed 
against the Soviet Union's security and 
way of life. And America will never join 
any groups in those countries in hostile 
intrigue against the Soviet Union. We are 
also confident that the Soviet Union would 
not join in hostile intrigue against us in 
this hemisphere. 


We are concerned to promote friendship, 
not strife, among neighbors everywhere. 
For twice in our generation strife among 
neighbors has led to world conflict. Last- 
ing peace among neighbors hag its roots 
in spontaneous and genuine friendship. 
And that kind ef friendship among nations 
depends upon mutual respect for one 
another. 


It is our belief that all peoples should be 
free to choose their own form of govern- 
ment, a government based upon the con- 
sent of the governed and adapted to their 
way of life. 


We have put that belief into practice in 
our relation with our neighbors. The So- 
viet Union has also declared that it does 
not wish to force the Soviet system on its 
neighbors. The whole-hearted acceptance 
of this principle by all the United Nations 
will greatly strengthen the bonds of friend- 
ship among nations everywhere. 


Regionalism Not Exclusive 


But the point I wish to emphasize is that 
the policy of the good neighbor, unlike the 
institution of marriage, is not an exclusive 
arrangement. The best neighbors do not 
deny their neighbors the right to be friends 
with others. 


We have learned that our security inter- 
ests in this hemisphé@re do not require its 
isolation from economic and cultural rela- 
tions with the rest of the world. 


We have freely accepted the Charter of 
the United Nations, and we recognize the 
paramount authority of the world commu- 
nity. The Charter, while reserving to us 
and other nations the inherent right of. 
individual and collective self-defense in 
case of armed attack, requires that en- 
forcement action taken under regional ar- 
rangements be sanctioned by the Security 
Council of the United Nationg Organization. 


Moreover, we adhere strictly to the policy 
that co-operation among the American re- 
publics does not justify discrimination 
against non-American states. The Ameri- 
can republics have practiced the policy of 
equal treatment for all states which re- 
spect the sovereignty and integrity of their 
fellow states. 


Inter-American co-operation is not incon- 
sistent with world-wide co-operation among 
the nations. Regional arrangements, like 
the inter-American system, which respect 
the rights and interests of other states and 
fit into the world system, can become 
strong pillars in the structure of world 
peace. 


But we cannot recognize regional ar- 
rangements as a substitute for a world 
system. To do so would not promote the 
common and paramount interests of all 
nations, large and small, in world peace. 


Regions in a World System 


We live in one world, and in this Atomie 
Age regional! isolationism is even more dan- 
gerous than is national isolationism. We 
cannot have the kind of co-operation nec- 
essary for peace in a world divided into 
spheres of exclusive influence and spécial 
privilege. 


This was the great significance of the 
Moscow Declaration of 1943. That joint 
statement of policy pledged the world’s 
most powerful nations to mutual ¢o-opera- 
tion in winning the war and maintaining 
the peace. It was a landmark in our 
efforts to create a world community of 
nations and to abandon’ the discredited 
system of international relations based 
upon exclusive spheres of influence, 


Out of the Moscow Declaration have 
come .the Dumbarton. Oaks, Teheran, Cri- 
mea, San Francisco and Potsdam confer- 
ences. And the United Nations Organiza- 
tion and the London Council of Foreign 
Ministers were created in the spirit of that 
declaration. 


International co-operation must — as I 
emphasized in my recent report on the 
London council — depend upon intelligent 
compromise, It does not require us Or any 
other nation to neglect its specia] relations 
with its nearer neighbors. But it does re- 
quire that all neighborly relations be fitted 
into an organized system of international 
relations world-wide in scope. 


Equal Rights for All Nations 


The world system which we seék to cre- 
ate must be based on the principle of the 
sovereign equality of nations. That does 
not mean that all nations are equal in 
power and in influence any more than all 
men are equal in power and influence, But 
it does mean equal respect for the indi- 
viduality and sovereignty of nations, large 
and small. Nations, like individuals, should 
be equal before the law. 


That principle is the cornerstone of our 
inter-American system as it is the corner- 
stone of the United Nations, Adherence ta 
that principle in the making of the peace 
is necessary if we are to achieve enduring 
peace. For enduring peace is indivisible. 
It is not the exclusive concern of a few 
large states or a few large groups of states. 
It is the concern of all peoples. 


Believing this, the position of the United 
States will continue to be that the nations, 
large and small, which have borne the 
burdens of the war must participate in 
making the peace, 


In centuries past, powerful nations for 
various purposes tried to divide the world 
among themselves. They failed, and in 
failing left a trail of blood through the cen- 
turies. Such efforts have even less chance 
of success in the modern world where all 
nations have become neighbors. 


Today the world must take its choice. 
There must be one world for all of us or 
there will be no world for any of us

How to Control the Atomic Bomb 


T 


HE atomic bomb is no secret. 


largest. It is an instrument for unlimited political blackmail. 


It can be used only as an instru- 


ment of aggression. As an instrument of war, it rings the death 
knell of small nations and promises mutual annihilation to the 


As the 


property of a commission, such as that proposed in the original May 
bill, it is an instrument threatening domestic liberties. 


Already the atomic bomb 
blowing up what little there was 
of. international confidence. No 
nation can “trust” another which 
has the capacity to destroy its 
centers of population from long 
distances. Its unique possession 
by us, together with flaunts of 
power—“we are the most power- 
ful nation militarily on earth, with 
the largest navy and air force,” 
and the cal] for universal service 
to “enforce” peace—is scaring the 
world to death, and leading to an 
atomic science race. ~ 

Our moral position is weakened. 
At Nuernberg we shall accuse 
Germans for having broken the 
rules of warfare by first resorting 
to weapons banned by interna- 
tional conventions. The onus for 
the introduction of atomic warfare 
rests, however, on the United 
States. 


Has Russia the Formula? 


We have committed ourselves to 
stopping potential aggressors. Al- 
ready there is apprehension 
abroad that the United States may 
be the next potential aggressor. 
The only way, in the Atomic Age, 
to strike down a potential aggres- 
sor is to strike without warning. 
Any nation with the atomic bomb 
can act before a Security Council 
agrees on who is potentially dan- 
gerous. 

To hand the atomic bomb about 
indiscriminately in a world of sov- 
ereign states and great powers 
who have hitherto refused any re- 
strictions upon their actions is 
suicidal. If everyone has the 
atomic bomb, one will use it first. 

Soon all great nations will have 
it. Estilgates that it will be years 
before itKcan be developed else- 
where are\based on false assump- 
tions. Oneis that no other coun- 
try has the formula now. 

How do we know? The greatest 
contribution came from Germany. 
One of the leading atomic physi- 
cists, Prof. Lange, went to Russia 
as early as 1934. When the Rus- 
sians took Berlin, they captured 
the physical laboratories in Dah- 
lem, and there and in Vienna are 
bidding for scientists and getting 
them. The length of time needed 
depends upon advances already 
made, and the urgency put behind 
development, That will be im- 
mense. 


International Control. 


Atomic power for war should be 
outlawed. How? By verbal or pa- 
per agreements? 

The solution is as simple as the 
judgment of Solomon. 

The secrets of atomic science 
should be given to every country 
which agrees to submit to a con- 
trol of its mines and laboratories 
by an international authority, re- 
sponsible exclusively to the world 
security organization—to human- 


is 


scientists, technicians and engi- 
neers, selected chiefly from small 
nations who would, of course, also 
be under observation. Small na- 
tions are more trustworthy, since 
for them atomic warfare means 
obliteration. 


The composition of the author- 
ity and watchmen is of pre-emi- 
nent importance. If any power 
represented in the board knows 
about its dispositions, relative to 
that power’s own territory, the 
purpose of control will be largely 
stymied. If the watched partici- 
pate in watching, they are certain 
to try to control the directives. 
The body must be neutral vis-a-vis 
any single power. 

It may be argued as a measure 
of difficulty that atomic bombs 
can be manufactured in small fac- 
tories. But there is unanimity 
that the deriving of atomic energy 
from elements more stable than 
uranium and plutonium is long 
distant. The commission, there- 
fore, must have a_e geological 
branch to investigate and guard 
sources of raw materials. 

Its purpose is not to control the 
bombs, but to prevent their manu- 
facture. 


Possibilities for Good. 


The commission should also be 
empowered to undertake experi- 
ments in the constructive use of 
atomic power. Some scientists 
have proposed that experimental 
cities be taken, in which heating 
and transportation derive from 
atomic energy, to divert the at- 
tention of mankind from the fear 
of destruction to creative possibili- 
ties. 


Our brief exclusive possession of 
the atomic bomb gives us the 
historic opportunity to liberate the 
world from the most terrible of 
fears and establish the first fool- 
proof test of what constitutes a 
potential aggressor. 

A potential aggressor is any gov- 
ernment that refuses to accept in- 
ternational and impartial control 
over its experiments with a sci- 
ence that can be used to obliterate 
half of mankind. People who live 
in glass houses cannot throw 
atomic bombs. It is an American 
proposal to open all windows to 
God’s sunlight. 

It js practical, urgent, would put 
the first content into the San 
Francisco Charter, and win the 
peoples of the world. From being 
scared of the United States, they 
would rally to her frém the cor- 
ners of the earth. The first country 
with absolute superiority of power 
plus the atomic bomb, which of- 
fers to have that power controlled, 
only in return for the same con- 
cession by all others, will break 
the worst weapon discovered by 
man without moving a single gun, 
and can publish on the air-waves 
of the earth the message for which

He is aware of this 
and so are the men who work 
with hint. Appearing before the 
Senate Banking Committee the 
other day on the question of price 
ceilings for new houses, Snyder 
found himself embarrassed by the 
rapid fire of technical questions 
directed at him. 

If this ig true of Snyder, who 
knows his way around govern- 
ment pretty thoroughly, it is 
doubly true of Judge John Caskie 
Collet, another ioyal Truman 
friend from Missouri whom the 
President put in the office of Eco- 
nomic Stabilizer. Those who have 
been working with Collet agree as 
to his native intelligence, but he 
has little background or knowl- 
edge of either industry or govern- 
ment. 


This is true, perhaps inevitably, 
of many of the new men Truman 


has brought in, It is true of the 
President himself. 

At the same time, the more 
knowledgeable younger men, car- 
ry-overs from the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration, are leaving the gov- 
ernment. Robert Nathan, who has 
proved a highly useful battery of 
information and ideas for the re- 
converter’s office, will leave short- 
ly before the first of the coming 
year. Others have preceded him, 
and still others are restive, 


The Executive Responsibility. 


Steelman, with a long background 
in labor conciliation, to be a presi- 
dential assistant is a recognition 
of the need for assistants with 
know-how. Secretary of Labor 
Lewis Schwellenbach and the offi- 
cials he has brought in with him 
suffer from the same lack of 
background that handicaps the 
new men around the President. 
What would be comic, if it were 
not so pitiful, is togear from some 
sources that once were loudest in 
denunciation of President Roose- 
velt the plea now for one-man 
government. There is almost a 
nostalgia for a strong man in the 
White House. 
President Truman’s primary aim 
is to get away from one-man gov- 
ernment. He distrusts one-man 
government. He wants to delegate 
authority to members of his Cab- 
inet. He has an intense dislike 
for the kind of intrigue which 
seems to go with one-man govern- 
ment. 


This is all very well in theory. 
But as the President is discover- 
ing from day to day, the tendency 
is to come always to the court of 
final power. 

It is part of the pernicious 
Washington habit that sends a 
stream of petitioners to the capi- 
tal. Reactionaries blame Roose- 
velt for that habit. Actually, the 
habit derives from the centraliza- 
tion of our economy and the ills 
that have grown out of that cen- 
tralization. President Truman 
would like to shift the responsibil- 
ity, but he is finding it very hard 
to do.

BERLIN, Nov. 2 (AP)—The Al- 
lied Control Counci) formally abol- 
ished the Nazi judicial system to- 
day and reorganized the German 
courts on the basis of the ju- 
diciary law of, 1877.

Seven of the 16 major league 
owners dug into the minor league 
barrel of so-called talent — more 
than 5400 players—at the annual 
draft yesterday and plucked out 
only nine men. Two of them, Lou 
Novikoff and Frank Demaree, car- 
ried the tag of ex-big leaguers on 
their bill of sale of $7500 each. 

The other seven minor leaguers, 
including four on the national de- 
fense list, cost the purchasing 
clubs a total of $47,500. The grand 
outlay of $62,500 by seven clubs for 
the nine players compared to a 
last year’s $150,000 for 21 players 
drafted. It was the lowest num- 
ber drafted since 1935. 

The magnates—three clubs were 
not represented—gave every indi- 
cation they were satisfied with 
their 1946 rosters and that there 
was little choice in the minor 
league pickings. Nine clubs didn’t 
make any selections, including the 
Cardinals and Browns. 

The Philadelphia Phillies, sec- 
ond club to make a grab, picked 
Novikoff, the 30-year-old outfielder 
who failed in three trials with the 
Chicago Cubs but always has been 
a hitting star in the minors. He’s 
still in the Army but hit .318 with 
Los Angeles last season before en- 
tering service, 

The Philadelphia Athletics, get- 
ting first choice, passed the mad 
Russian in favor of another for- 
mer Cub, the veteran outfielder 
Frank Demaree, who’s been play- 
ing in the major and minor cir- 
cuits for 15 years. He hit .306 last 
season for Portland in the Pacific 
Coast League.

Nimitz explained, in a 2000-word 
statement, his opposition to mer- 
ger of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments. 

Re-emphasizing the position he 
took on Oct. 27 in a Navy day ad- 
dress, Nimitz said he believed the 
theoretical advantage claimed by 


advocates of a single department 
was not obtainable. He holds that 
the disadvantages of merger are 
so serious as to make the proposal 
unacceptable. 

“I've set up for myself a yard- 
stick against which I measure any 
proposal affecting national de- 
fense,” he said. “It is, ‘How will 
it affect sea power? Will it be 
prejudicial or tend to improve 
it?’ ” 


Nimitz said the closest approach 
to a single department was the 
plan employed by Germany—“how 
it worked for Germany is a mat- 
ter of history.”

Source of Springs’ 
Clear, Cold Water

HEN you stand on the bank of any of the 

great springs of the Missouri Ozarks, you 

cannot help but wonder about the source 

of such a tremendous volume of clear, cold 

water. Where does 

it come from? Why 

does its tempera- 

ture remain. with- 

in a degree of 58 F. 

throughout the 

year? What causes 

the steady flow 

which, while it may 

vary with the rain- 

fall, is far less af- 

fected by precipita- 

tion than the 

stream into which 

it empties? The an- 

swers to these ques- 

tions lie in the 

fields of geology, 

geography and 

chemistry—the latter being one which you might 
not suspect! 


The Ozark mountains are, in fact, an irregu- 
larly outlined, dome-shaped plateau which ex- 
tends from east to west across southern Mis- 
souri and northern Arkansas, with remnants 
spilling eastward into southern Illinois, Indi- 
ana and Kentucky; and westward into Okla- 
homa. The rugged character of this territory 
is caused by erosion and the cutting action of 
the streams and rivers which traverse the 
Ozarks. Where these streams do not occur, we

Now and then, as the dissolv- 
ing action of the water in underground caverns 
continues, a roof structure will give way and 
a “sink” will form on the surface which there- 
after serves as a collecting basin for’a large 
area.

O VEGETABLE is more ver- 

satile than tomatoes. Their 

beauty, their lively flavor, and 
their ability to combine pleasantly 
with almost all foods make them 
popular at any season. When they 
are stuffed and baked, they per- 
haps reach their greatest heights 
of appeal. To keep t.eir shape 
best, they should be bakee only 
until their contents are hot 
through. They can be baked at 
either a high or moderate tempera- 
ture according to whatever else 
may be in the oven at the same 
time. If the oven temperature is 
high, it means the tomato filling 
should be put in piping hot so 
that the tomatoes need to stay 
in only long enough to get hot 
through. Tomato cases are deli- 
cate and if they are baked much 
longer than it takes to heat them 
through, they'll go to pieces and 
all their glamour is gone though 
they still taste good. The scooped 
out portion may be utilized to 
make a Spanish sauce for a meat 
dish, or it may be poured around 
the baking tomatoes and seasoned 
to serve as a sauce over them. 
Using them in tonight’s salad, is 
possible; provided the center of 
the tomato is firm and has not 
been gouged to pieces in being 
removed, 

Baked Tomatoes With 

Mushroom Filling 


One tablespoon mincédd onion, 1 
tablespoon butter or margarine, 2 
tablespoons flour, 4ounce can 
mushrooms, milk, 1-8 teaspoon 
salt, dash pepper, 4 medium size 
tomatoes, 4 slices American cheese 
—2 ounces. 

Saute onion in butter for five 
minutes. Add flour and blend 
Drain=liquid from can of mush- 
rooms and add enough milk to 
make % cup. Add this liquid 
gradually to the flour mixture and 
stir to keep smooth while it is 
thickening. Add mushrooms and 
seasoning and heat thoroughly. 
Cut a thin slice from the stem 
end of each tomato and scoop out 
the center. (Reserve scooped out 
portion.) Fill tomatoes with mush- 
rooms, top each with a slice of 
cheese and place in a low baking 
dish. -_ % cup water and bake

neurosis and perhaps. clouds the 
picture as to future recovery. 
Symptoms such as loss of ap- 
petite, impaired digestion, consti- 
pation, spasm of the stomach, di- 
arrhea, dizziness, fainty spells, 
feeling of suffocation, etc., are in- 
duced by fear. Every idea that 
comes into the mind in this type 
of person is delivered in some 
emotional tone. The linking of an 
emotion to an idea is the ground- 
work for developing a neurosis. 
Many of these pathological fears 
are diagnosed as ridiculous or the 
“person is sent away for a change 
but returns either without much 
benefit or prompt recurrence of 
trouble. This disease is curable 
and should have every considera- 
tion and most of all proper med- 
ical care and supervision. A

HE Girl Scout dinner in Fall 

River the other evening gave 

me a great deal of pleasure, 
because the _ girls themselves 
seemed to enjoy it so much, They 
sang their songs with gusto, and 
the Halloween decorations gave a 
most festive appearance, It was 
citizenship night in this Girl Scout 
week, which each day commemo- 
rates one of the activities that 
scouting stresses. I think it is in- 
teresting to note how all the other 
activities gather together ultimate- 
ly to serve the role of citizenship, 
which is, after all, the basic role 
each one of us plays when we 
come to the age of responsibility. 

On the personal side, I was very 
glad of the opportunity to see 
Mrs. Louis McHenry Howe, who 
told me with pride and pleasure of 
her trip to the Kaiser shipyards in 
Oregon, where she christened one 
of the ships in memory of her hus- 
band, She enjoyed every moment 
of this trip, and I don’t think I 
have ever known a better traveler. 
Since she was in the Northwest 
for the first time, she decided to 
find out all she could about one 
of the Northwest's great products 
—the salmon. So, having a little 
time to spare, she visited Bonne- 
ville dam, and saw the salmon 
climbing their ladder. She saw 
the Indians spearing them. She 
saw the cannery and then she ate 
the salmon—canned and fresh, so 
that all there is to know about 
salmon, she now knows! In all of 
may trips to that part of the coun- 
try, I have never been so thor- 
ough. 

Her daughter, Mrs. Robert 
Baker, her grandson, Robert 
Baker and her daughter-in-law, 
Mrs. Hartley Howe, drove me to 
Boston that night, which I spent 
comfortably at the Statler Hotel, 
My old friend, Mrs. T. Jefferson 
Newbold, came to see me early in 
the morning, and then I drove 
with Dr. Miriam Van Waters’ 
daughter to the woman’s prison at 
Framingham. I think this institu- 
tion shows in the most conclusive 
way what the soul and spirit of 
an individual can mean dn an in- 
stitution. .They need new build- 
ings and, under the new commis- 
sioner, they hope to get some of 
them. But, at best, the shell of a 
prison is still a gloomy building; 
human freedom is a precious 
thing, and you cannot take it away 
from people and not feel the re- 
sult, 

Yet, somehow, Dr. Van Waters 
has put into the people there 
something which is hard to de- 
scribe. Perhaps it is faith and 
hope, which are rooted in her own 
soul, I doubt if Dr. Van Waters 
believes there is any human be- 
ing without some divine spark, and 
that belief. in itself is the begin- 
ning of salvation. 

In the afternoon I attended the 
Massachusetts Independent Voters 
Association’s tea, where I shook 
hands with some 500 people, and 
then went straight,to the National 
Citizens’ Political “Action dinner. 
If these dinners bring about as 
much political action as they seem 
to create enthusasm at the dinners 
themselves, I think we are awak- 
ening a sense of participation in 
government which should be ex- 
tremely valuable. Senator Toby 
made a fine speech.@ Governor 
Tobin brought a thoughtful and 
serious greeting to the gathering; 
and he was most kind to me, 
which I deeply appreciated.

METAL TOY PRICE UP 15 PCT,; 
FEW AVAILABLE BY CHRISTMAS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (AP)— 
Metal toys (if you can get them) 
will cost at least 15 per cent more 
this Christmas than in 1941, the 
Office of Price Administration an- 
nounced’ today. Manufacturers 
have been granted a 14 per cent 
increase in price ceilings. 

Even with the higher price, 
metal toys such as trains, trucks 
and scooters will cost less than 
similar toys made of wood, the 
OPA said. Manufacturers expect 
to produce only about 25 per cent 
of their normal Christmas volume 
of metal toys. 


The 15 per cent retail increase | 


will apply on toys costing up to 
$1. On more expensive toys the 
increase will be proportionately 
more, OPA said.

“TRIUMPH” — Originally a pa- 
rade! 
DM. NIMITZ enjoyed a great 
A trump and a parade — and 
that takes us back some thou- 
sands of years, to when those 
words went together. 


Today, a man or woman wins at 
tennis, a beauty contest, a baseball 
game, at cards or love and in every 
case has been said to have a tri- 
umph—wherefore, in terms of how 
it started, they too should have a 
parade—for that is the meaning 
of this Latin word which survives 
in English in the sense of success! 


“Triumph” is the word the an- 
cient Romans had for a victory 
parade. The “triumph” was the 
highest honor the Roman senate 
could bestow upon a victorious 
general and it was awarded only 
to one who, by conquering a for- 
eign enemy, had extended the 
boundaries of the state. 


The “triumph” was a ceremonial 
procession compared to which all 
modern homage paid to victori- 
ous generals seems puny. It was 
characterized by. pomp, splendor 
and magnificence. 

For the “triumph” the route of 
the procession was garlanded with 
flowers. The march was led by 
the Roman magistrates and sena- 
tors. Then came the trumpeters, 
followed by wagons loaded with 
the spoils of war—precious metals 
and stones and works of art. Then 
came the sacrificial oxen with 
gilded horns, followed by captured 
enemy chieftains and other pris- 
oners of war. Behind these, in a 
chariot drawn by four horses, rode 
the victorious general — crowned 
with laurel, clothed in purple and 
gold. Last came the soldiers, car- 
rying with them the prizes they 
had won and each wearing a 
crown!

West was too good a player to 
lay down the spade ace against 
the bidding he had heard—he se- 
lected his singleton trump. . 
Dummy’s nine won and a low dia- 
mond was led, to give East his 
chance to make a mistake and put 
up the ace, if he held that. card. 
East, however, thought for a few 
seconds and then played low; force 
ing South to ruff. 

Declarer now laid down a high 
trump, hoping for a 2-2 break that 
would make the hand a lay-down. 
West showed out, however, and it 
was apparent that heroic meas 
ures would be needed. 

With only three trumps left in 
the closed hand it would be futile 
to lead out four top clubs, dis 
carding spades from dummy, be- 
cause even if East had to follow 
to all the club leads, a cross-ruff 
of spades and diamonds then 
would leave South a trick short 
of contract. Declarer had to look 
elsewhere for the key to success, 

He found it in the bidding. 
West had passed originally and 
had overcalled one heart with one 
spade, Thus, it was reasonable to 
place him with ace-queen of 
spades, but he would not have 
passed if he had also held the 
diamond ace. Maybe, however, he 
had the diamond queen. South 
would proceed on that hypothesis. 

He drew East’s last trump and 
ran the club suit, discarding only 
one spade from dummy. He then 
led a low spade toward the jack 
—and West was “hooked.” After 
taking the trick with the spade 
queen he could not exit without 
setting up the fulfilling trick for 
South. If he led the spade ace, 
dummy would ruff and South's 
spade king would be high. If he 
led a low spade South would let 
the lead come up to his king. And 
finally, on West’s actual return of 
a diamond, declarer put in dum- 
my’s jack and ruffed away East’s 
ace, establishing the diamond 
king.
